The Film Patrol Adds an Eye; 


A Run-Down on a Committee 


New YorK 


Delaware Park annually holds a party 
on the Sunday before its opening. for the 
purpose of incapacitating the press. and 
thus forestalling any criticism on opening 
day. But before this year’s fiesta was fairly 
launched. there was a demonstration of 
what seemed to me a considerable advance 
in the film patrol. It was the work of 
Lester Bernd. who is in charge of Dela- 
ware’s movies. and [I'd guess that it will 
spread. 

The idea is simple enough that some- 
one should have thought of it before. only 
no one did. or at least no one did any- 
thing about it. Two cameras are mounted 
to cover the homestretch. one down the 
track at the turn, catching the horses 
head-on, and the other near the furlong- 
pole. catching them from the side. The 
operator of the second camera has no 
control ever it except to swing it—‘pan” 
is the technical word—to keep it on the 
horses: the operator of the other camera 
turns them both on simultaneously. 

The two films are then put in two pro- 
jectors, one of which is driven by a shaft 
from the other. so that they necessarily 
move at exactly the same speed. The films 
are notched so that they can be threaded 
in properly. and the screen which the 
stewards view has the projection of both 
films at once. They may. by stopping the 
projectors, see the same incident simulta- 
neously from in front and from the side. 

In the demonstration 1 saw. two ponies 
were ridden down the stretch four times. 
and in each case the outside one crossed 
in to the rail. Twice it was done without 
interference. The third time it was intend- 
ed there should be interference. but the 
rider of the outside horse. perhaps with 
some regard for his neck. didn’t cross 
closely enough to bother the horse inside. 
The fourth time he managed actual inter- 
ference. 

In the first two cases. the head-on view 
was highly deceptive. You would have 
sworn that the outside horse had racked 
up the other one. and the picture would 
have supported you. But the side view 
showed that there was a gap of several 
lengths between the What it 
amounts to is that the big lenses necessary 
for long-range work almost completely 
destroy perspective. and the side view re- 


stores it. 


horses. 


The film patrol. as it exists in New 


York. makes both views too. and the same 
incident may be shown from two views. 
But it is impossible to say that point X 
on one film coincides with point X on the 
other one. The stewards have. of course. 
their own eyesight to supplement the 
films. but this is hardly documentary 
proof. Delaware's innovation isn’t exactly 
revolutionary. but it does add something 
to the accuracy of the film) patrol. Just 
now the synchronization of cameras is re- 
stricted to the homestretch. but the plan 
is to adapt it to other parts of the course 
as well. 

Last year. being in Chicago when the 
Butler Handicap was run. I saw the films 
of the race later. Frankly. [ couldn't have 
formed any opinion on them. though re- 
member the stewards who disqualified 
Three Rings had their own observation 
as well as the films. You could see the 
daylight between Three Rings and Loser 
Weeper disappear. but you couldn't say 
for sure whether this happened when the 
two horses were lapped. Delaware’s im- 
provement would have settled this out of 
hand. 

Se much about the advantages of the 
film patrol has appeared in this space that 
even am getting a little self-conscious 
about it. But it’s cleaned up riding in 
New York so completely that I can’t help 
being impressed. It has impressed others. 
too. his autobiography-once-removed. 
Eddie Arearo wrote: “The young. kids 
would run us eff the track if it were not 


for the motion picture cameras .. . This 
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may mean. exact translation, “We 
would ride the young kids off the track 
if it were not ete.”. but either way it’s an 
endorsement of the patrol. 

Every winter [ go to Hialeah. where 
most of the riders are from the New York 
circuit. The first week the riding is pretty 
clean. and then the boys begin to get by 
with a little. and then a little more. and 
by the time the meeting is over it’s every 
himself. Back in) New York 
there’s a litthe crowding through the first 
weeks. and then the camera = straightens 
it out. Perhaps I should say the camera 
and Marshall Cassidy. who takes riding 


men for 


very seriously. and makes the little rascals 
look at yesterday's films every day. point- 
ing out what they did that was wrong. It 
doesn’t take long to convince a boy that 
there isn’t much point to sliding something 
past the patrol judges and the stewards. 
if the movies are going to cateh him 
next day. 

As far as | know. the film patrol is now 
in use at the three Long Island tracks (not 
Saratoga). Delaware Park. Pimlico. and 
Santa Anita. and nowhere else. Its sue- 
vigilance of the 
stewards. because there isn’t any point to

JUDGMENT. The Wicks committee, 
which as you may know is to study racing 
and formulate a proper law for it in New 
York. may ultimately cover itself with 
laurels. though L believe | can get you 
five to two if vou think so.

Horse Husbandry 
Course Planned 


For a good many vears Lexington has 
heen known as the horse capital of the 
United States. It also has been known as 
a community in which facilities for rid- 
ing pleasure horses were almost non-exist- 
ent. and as a community in which know- 
how about horses was abundant but wasn't 
taught on a formal basis. 

The paradox never failed to amaze visi- 
tors. who always expected quite the re- 
verse. but until comparatively recently 
no great headway was made toward over- 
coming the deficiencies. Within the last 
year or two, community efforts have prog- 
ressed toward the establishment of riding 
facilities on publicly owned land near the 
Blue Grass airport (in the Keeneland 
neighborhood). And last week it was an- 
nounced that the University of Kentucky 
will expand its previously limited offer- 
ings in light horse husbandry. 

\ discussion of the latter project was 
given at a meeting of the Thoroughbred 
Club of America last Saturday by Dr. W. 
P. Garrigus, chairman of the Animal In- 
dustry Group at the Kentucky Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station. Through the 
efforts of Dr. Garrigus and others interest- 
ed in light horses, the Animal Industry 
Group has obtained the use of a war-sur- 
plus airplane hangar. already on the cam- 
pus. which has been used by the Univer- 
sity’s maintenance department. With  al- 
terations. the hangar can be converted 
inte a riding ring approximately 85 by 150 
feet. with seating space for 1.600 persons 
and stall accommodations for about 30 
horses. Lack of such a building has in the 
past prevented the offering of anything but 
meager instruction light) horse hus- 
bandry at the Kentucky university, The 
arena also will be available on oceasion 
for sales and shows by co-operative  live- 
stock groups. 

Dr. Garrigus’ contemplated program in- 
cludes instruction in the selection. breed- 
ing. feeding. and management of all types 
of light horses. [tis possible that short 
courses in  horseshoeing and other skills 
will be offered. Along with the Univer- 
sity’s present courses in animal pathology. 
animal husbandry. agronomy. and farm 
management. the light horse program will 
offer students a very good preparation for 
careers in the horse industry. 

Persons connected with Thoroughbred 
breeding have expressed interest in’ the 
new program. In past years several farm 
owners and managers have been guest lec- 
turers at the one-semester course previous- 
ly given. 


Peace Chance Dies 


Peace Chance. the 20-year-old son of 
Chance Shot—Peace. by *Stefan the 
Great. died on May 27 at Danny Shea’s 
Merryland Farm, Hyde. Md. Death re- 
sulted from a heart attack. from which he 
had suffered earlier in the year. He cov- 
ered six mares this year: all of them are 
believed to be in foal. 

During his racing career. Peace Chance 
made 13 starts in three seasons and won 
five races and was five times second. He 
won the Belmont Stakes. was second in 
the Remsen Handicap. and fourth in the 
Kentucky Derby. At Churchill Downs in 
1934 he set a record for one mile of 
1:3445. which stood until this year. 
though it was equaled by The Chief. 

At his death. Peace Chance was owned 
by Mr. Shea and Mrs. W. H. Labrot’s 
Holly Beach Farm. He was bought in 
1946. at the Keeneland Fall Sales. by the 
aforementioned owners and G. R. Bryson. 
from Frederick C. Peters. who had stood 
ihe horse at Lexington. Mr. Bryson later 
sold his interest to Mr. Shea and Holly 
Beach Farm. 

Peace Chance entered the stud in 1936, 
Through 1950 he had sired 142 winners 
which had earned $1.829.158. His stakes 
winners were Four Freedoms. Flight Com- 
mand. Red Dock. Appeasement. First 
Draft. Fad. Lieut. Well. Wevanoke. Rick’s 


Raft. and Foreign Policy. 


Meeting in New Jersey 


Michael Verra. of Vineland. N. J.. was 
one of the honor guests at the spring din- 
ner meeting of the Thoroughbred Horse 
Breeders Association of New Jersey at 
Princeton recently. Mr. Verra. a student 
in agriculture at Rutgers University. is a 
recipient of a college scholarship from the 
National Association of Thoroughbred 
Breeders. Other guests were Hugh L. 
Mehorter. chairman of the New Jersey 
Racing Commission: Marshall Cassidy. 
executive secretary of The Jockey Club: 
John B. Campbell. racing secretary and 
handicapper at the New York race tracks:

It is 
understood that the Messrs. Welch will 
build homes at the ranch. They will log 
some of the timber. and open ranges 
for Hereford cattle. 

The entrance of the Welch brothers 
into the bidding for the ranch was quite 
unexpected. Executors of the estate had 
arranged to sell it to a trucking operator 
for $305.250. and had asked confirmation 
of the sale by the courts.

Battlefield was foaled on May 8, 1948, at John 
A. Bell II's Jonabel Stable, at Lexington. He was 
sold by the Jonabel Stables at the Saratoga Sales 
of 1949 to Trainer W. F. Mulholland, acting for 
George D. Widener, for $4,500. Mr. Widener i- 
not a customary patron of the yearling sales, but 
he was looking for some yearling colts to balance 
a stable whose home-bred replenishments for the 
2-year-old racing of 1950 consisted mainly of fillies. 
His selection of Battlefield turned out extremely 
well: at two the son of War Relic won the Hialeah 
Juvenile (first) division), Youthful (second di- 
vision), Tremont, Sapling. Hopeful, and Futurity 
Stakes and the Saratoga Special. He also was 
second in the Juvenile and the Great American 
Stakes, and was third in the East View Stakes. 
His earnings for the year totalled $198,667. This 
was the largest sum ever won by a 2-year-old colt. 
and was the largest amount won by a 2-year-old 
in 1950. In the Experimental Free Handicap he 
was weighted at 124 pounds, level with Big Stretch 
and two pounds below Uncle Miltie, the topweight. 

However, the buoeyaney which distinguished his 
racing at two seemed to be lacking early in 1951.

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Grayson Group Adding Members 


This week the horsemen’s committee of 
the Grayson Foundation began a mem- 
bership expansion program to enlist own- 
ers. trainers. and other Turfmen to the 
support of the organization. In the past, 
Grayson Foundation contributions have 
come mainly from sizeable financial grants 
from race tracks and other organizations, 
and from a comparatively few individuals. 
The horsemen’s committee is providing a 
means of wider participation in Founda- 
tion support through the sale of annual 
memberships at $10 each. 

One of the aspects of the Foundation’s 
research pregram into horse diseases 
which is of special interest to race horse 
owners is the project established at the 
University of Maryland. under the direc- 
tion of Col. John Kintner, for long-range 
investigation of the problem of influenza 
and coughs and colds. which are par- 
ticularly evident at race tracks, and which 
each year retard the racing careers of a 


large number of 2-vear-olds. 


Other projects supported by Grayson 
Foundation money are research on swamp 
fever. virus abortion, and other horse dis- 
eases. As the Foundation points out, Fed- 
eral funds are available for research in 
many livestock and poultry diseases. but 
the horse industry is almost entirely de- 
pendent upon its own resources for work 
on equine diseases. Projects now under 
investigation by Grayson Foundation re- 
searchers will require more than $100,- 
000 annually, which must be raised with- 
in the industry. A general appeal for sup- 
port is being made for the first time. 

The horsemen’s membership committee 
is made up of Preston Bureh. Thomas 
Piatt. and William du Pont Jr. Member- 
ships may be obtained from them. or from 
the Grayson Foundation headquarters at 
250 Park avenue. New York 17, N.Y. 
Walter M. Jeffords is president of the 
Foundation.

Jeffords’ Pavot was unbeaten in eight 
starts. showing precocity and capability 
that is rated highly on the American Turf. 
His victories at two included the Chris- 
tiana. Mayflower. U. S. Hotel. Grand 
Union Hotel. and Futurity Stakes, and 
the Saratoga Special. He set two track 
records. and earned $179.040. But besides 
this precocity he showed durability: at 
three he won the Belmont Stakes (and 
placed in four other stakes). at four he 
won the Sussex and the Massachusetts 
Handicaps. the Wilson Stakes. and the 
Jockey Club Gold Cup. besides placing in 
five other stakes.

The English Derby 


\s in the United States. the 3-year-old 
situation in England was more than ordi- 
narily confusing. There was so little defi- 
nition of true form among the best colts 
that a total of 33—one short of the record. 
established in 1862—went to the post. for 
the 172nd running of the Derby at Epsom 
Downs on May 30. Favorite. for lack of 
any better indication. was the Two Thou- 
sand Guineas winner Ki Ming: the final 
price against him was 9 to 1. the highest 
ever offered against a favorite the 
Derby. 

Ki Ming got away well. with Du Bon 
ahead of him and Mystery IX just behind. 
Halfway around the 1'5-mile horseshoe 
of Epsom the leaders included Mystery 
IX. Ki Ming. Malka’s Boy. Mrs. J. F. 
C. Bryce’s North Carolina (the American- 
owned colt had won the Derby Trial 
Stakes). and Marcel Boussae’s Nyangal. 
which was moving fast enough to suggest 
that the Boussac stable was about to echo 
its 1950 suecess. 

But at Tattenham Corner. where the 
course turns sharply left and downhill for 
the final half mile. Arctic Prince, a 28-to- 
1 outsider bred and owned by the wealthy 
Irishman Joseph MeGrath, moved into the 
lead and began to draw away. There were 
no challengers. and Jockey Charles 
Spares brought the colt to the finish six 
lengths ahead of the four colts) which 
finished inches apart in the contest for 
second place.
